I have written 
a number of papers on Dr. Edward Maris and the latest one was in regard to the Maris New Jersey 
Colonial Plates. I am writing a follow-up article having to do with the Maris Plate-I photograph which 
I think will be of interest to all those using the Maris work for attribution of New Jersey Colonials. I 
recently received a copy of the Ned Barnsley notebook #2 from Jim Spilman who is donating the copy 
to the C-4 Library.

You inquiry was a surprise because I was still thinking about the publication of 
your article in CNL-123 which I read when it was first distributed. 

The St. Patrick article just before it put me in a mood of disagreement but your 
article overwhelmed me in its detail. 

I assume you have asked ANS whether they have a negative of the photograph. It 
was probably a private request for photography. 

The next thing I will do is try to check my enormous correspondence file with 
Richard Picker. He probably would have sent me one if he were distributing it as we 
shared quantities of data. I do not remember it however. I will look also in my New 
Jersey file. Was it full size or reduced? 

We have two examples of the large Maris publication in our vault and I will look 
to see if any have splashers. 

Maris seems to have been jealous of Crosby and seems to have delayed in 
furnishing data to Crosby until Crosby had already published certain sections. At the end 
Crosby mentions the Maris findings. Maris however produced his single plate of 
additions to show what Crosby did not include in the Crosby plates.

Below is the last message | sent. While you have both Maris Plates next to each 
other, I'd be willing to say that if you examine them closely, you will see that they 
are not identical! The printer appears to have used a two step process in making 
the Plates. One step was to print all the pictures and the second step was to print 
the ligature lines, numbers and letters. If you look at the precise positioning of the 
letters and numbers to the coins, you will probably see a difference in their 
positioning. There are a few other observations that Roger and | are working on. 
This is so much fun, | wish | didn't have to wait ten years to retire and continue 
research I've had in mind. I've CC'd Roger Moore and his email address is 
rogermoore435@yahoo.com. | think Roger enjoys studying colonials almost as 
much as | do. Keep warm - we're supposed to get a cold blast tomorrow.]

It is 18 3/4 inches high and 12 inches wide. It has yellow splashers on two St. Pats. 


| notice that the connecting lines between the coin faces vary slightly in each book indicating there was an 
overprint(s). Perhaps the photo positive was laid on the line and letter typeset horizontal frame individually and 
each plate might be very slightly different in registry.

Thank you Eric. | do reference the different paper 
weights on which the Maris Plate-I photograph was 
printed in the coming article. | think | also 

mentioned it in my article called "Dr. Edward Maris - 
Numismatist"” which appeared previously in CNL. My 
original Maris book was Max MehlI's and sounds to be 
like your brown covered book - except mine does not 
have splashers. What you might check on your copies 
with a magnifying glass is whether the ligature lines 
were extended by hand. There is an off set of the 
lines/numbers/letters on all the copies | have seen 
and the direction and amount of offset differs between 
copies. Different ligature lines were hand extended 
with ink depending on the degree and direction of the 
offset. In other words, each copy is an original!! 

Also, | would be interested in you comparing the brass 
splasher in your brown covered book with the brass 
splasher from Ray’s copy. | sent the images of Ray's 
SPs to you previously, as an attachment to an e-mail. 
It is amazing how much new information is available by 
just looking!!

Dear Roger: 


| was delighted to receive the layout of the images of the St. Patrick halfpence 
obverses. You certainly have pointed out their differences. | definitely want to see 
the reverse images in whatever form you can send them. 

My suggestions for the obverse image and text improvement are as follows: 

| suggest you rotate # 1, 2, 3 & 5 clockwise so that the crown is in upright position 
like in #4. The harp would otherwise be in an unplayable position. | am not planning 
to play the harp until | am gone nor do | want to consult Harpo Marx now on the 
matter. 

On the bracket for the large letter varieties above the images you spell out the 
legend position and then repeat the matter below the images. That is redundant and 
conflicting with the first line in the text below the images. They should be 
consolidated. 

| would suggest you eliminate the position of the T as to the crown because there is 
a better and clearer distinction. #1 might have 

FIGURINE ON HARP CLEAR OF LEGEND. 

#2 might have FIGURINE ON HARP TOUCHES E 

#3 might have FIGURINE ON HARP TOUCHES O 

In the above you can use FRONT OF or LADY'S PROFILE instead of Figurine if 
you like the idea. 


When you detail the legend, ornaments, punctuation, etc. on the coins | suggest 
you leave a substantial space where the crown separates them rather than let them 
appear to run together. This also applies to the small letter varieties. 


| hope have been helpful. Best to you and your team. Eric

When | recently wrote you about the St. Patrick matter | referred to a Numismatic Chronicle 
article which | had not seen and was going to have a friend find the text to me. Unfortunately | 
gave the wrong citation because | misread the tiny reference to it in Greuber. | was looking in 
Greuber to see what Irish coins were being used at the time of the New Jersey legislation. 
Prof. Peter Gaspar of Washington University in St. Louis found my reference error, | gave him 
a proper citation and he just reported to me some of its content. It is Numismatic Chronicle, 
3rd Series, Vol. 19 (1899) and is a long article by Philip Nelson on Isle of Man numismatics 
and mentions St. Patricks on pp, 45-47 and Plate Ill. He indicated to me that Nelson 
mentioned that both St. Patrick farthings and halfpence were approved for circulation in 

the 1680 period. | knew that they were disapproved later but had no detail as to their approval 
as a separate matter. 

| have no copy of the text (Gaspar cannot make one from his bound copy) so perhaps Frank 
Campbell can obtain a photocopy for both of us. If that is true it might through more light on 
their circulation and what they were then called. | have not determined whether Danforth or 
others have this reference. 

| thought this might be of importance to you and perhaps solve a major problem.
